Dan Kane, the escaped convict, 
who 
sacceeded in getting 
away 
fr om Officer Rober tson at the elec­ 
tr ic light plant on Monday mor n­ 
ing, was captur ed about S o’clock 
last night at the Missour i, Kansas 
and Texas r ailway shops by R , W . 
Bar nett, the night watchman. 
Kane, after his successful escape 
fr om 
Policeman 
Rober tson, 
r e­ 
mained in hiding all day, awaiting 
the 
pr otecting shades of 
night 
when he could hope to boar d un­ 
seen a southbound K aty tr ain and 
get away fr om Sedalia. 
W hile hiding at the K aty stock­ 
yar ds and in the vicinity of the 
K aty shops Kane was dr enched to 
the skin by the cold r ain that fel 
steadily dur ing the for enoon. 
The 
cold winds of the after noon anc 
evening chilled Kane to the bone, 
and he was for ced to seek war mth 
or fr eeze to death. 
Kane went to the boiler r oom o 
the K aty shops and asked per mis 
sion of James W alker , the fir eman, 
to war m himself by the boiler fir es. 
W alker r efer r ed the str anger to R . 
W . Bar nett, the night watchman, 
for the r equir ed per mit. 
Mr . Bar ­ 
nett, who is 
an 
ex-police officer 
with a wide exper ience in handling 
cr iminals, suspected the str anger 
was Kane and at once ar r ested him. 
The ar r est was not made without 
a str uggle, but Bar nett, who is a 
lar ge and power ful man, had no 
tr ouble in quickly subduing Kane 
after he got his hands on him. 
Barnett, after searching Kane 
and finding no weapons on him, 
called Fireman Walker to his as­ 
sistance and the two bound Kane’s 
arms and feet with a rope. 
Kane 
was then placed in a carriage and 
taken to the county jail, where he 
was locked in a cell until the ar­ 
rival of Missouri Pacific train No. 
3 at 12:35 o’clock p. m., when 
he was returned to Jefferson City 
by his captor, who will receive a 
reward of ^300. 


A number of Sedalia railroad 
men who know Kane intimately 
believe that he should be in the 
asylum instead of the penitentiary. 
He had his head injured in a col­ 
lision in Texas more than a year 
ago, which resulted in his being 
laid up several months, and ever 
since his recovery he has been 
more or less “ daffy,” it is said by 
those who know him best. 
Kane was seen at the county jail 
this forenoon by a representative 
of the D e m o cr a t and expressed 
great solicitude for his wife. 
He 
fears she will be punished for 
assisting him to escape, whereas, 
he now says, she was in nowise 
implicated. 
When first arrested here for rob­ 
bing Missouri 
Pacific box cars 
Kane was not so anxious to protect 
his wife as he claims to be today, 
as he endeavored to implicate her 
in his crimes, which resulted in 
general condemnation for him. 
“ How did I come to make the 
attempt* to escape?” asked Kane, 
- after the question had been pro­ 
pounded to him. “ W hy, one night 
we boys were talking, when some 
one remarked that 
escape was 
almost impossible. 1 did not think 
so, and remarked that some of 
these days I’d ‘sight’ them. 
The 
more 1 thought of the matter the 
more 1 determined to give it a trial, 
and now I wish I had n^t. 
The 
fact is, I would have returned to 
the prison and surrendered the 


second day had I not been afr aid 
of a beating.” 
Asked it he left Jeffer son C ity 
on the fast m ail.tr ain, as stated in 
the metr opolitan pr ess, Kane ane- 
wer ed that he did not. 
He made 
lis escape Satur day mor ning at 6 
o’clock, wear ing only his under ­ 
clothes and pair of over alls, and 
spent that day in the woods, after 
laving obtained a pair of panta- 
oons at the home of a far mer , 
ontinuing, Kane said : 
“ 
Satur day night I r etur ned to 
Jeffer son City, and went to 222 
East Water str eet, wher e my wife 
is employed. 
I spent 
the night 
ther e, and when I left on Sunday 
took with me a suit of citizens’ 
clothes, but my wife did not fur ­ 
nish them. 
“ 
I walked fr om Jeffer son City to 
Cole Junction, wher e I caught a 
fr eight tr ain and came to Sedalia 
by easy stages. 
“ 
I 
had no 
fight 
with 
either 
Fr ank Hill or Officer Rober tson at 
the M., K . & T . shops when they 
attempted to captur e me. I walked 
r ight by them, and no effor t was 
made to gr apple with me. 
I was 
not ar med and could have 
been 
taken 
without 
any tr ouble 
had 
the attempt been made.” 
Asked as to 
wher e 
he 
put 
in 
the 
time 
yester day, 
Kane 
answer ed 
that he walked 
south 
on the M ., K . ^ T . 
tr acks and 
spent the day at the home of a 
far mer thr ee miles fr om town. 
He 
says he got lost at 3 o’clock yester - 
daymor ning,and called at a houseon 
South Kentucky str eet to ascer tain 
wher e ne was. 
This he did, Offi­ 
cer s Wood and Car d say, as they 
found when on K ane’s tr ail yester ­ 
day that he had ar oused 
the in­ 
mates at the home of R . F. Har r is, 
1620 Souu 
Kentucky str eet, and 
•r equested to be dir ected to the M ., 
K . Sc T . tr acks. 
Asked as to why he r etur ned to 
Sedalia, 
wher e 
he 
was so well 
tnown, Kane 
answer ed 
that he 
would never have done so had it 
not been for the fact that he was 
dr inking. 
He expr essed 
himself 
as glad that the agony was over 
and said he was pr epar ed to face 
the music 
when

A Collision on the Missouri Pacific 
This Morning. 


Missouri Pacific meat express, 
train No. 7 4» 
^ collision at 
6 140 o’clock this morning with an 
extra freight, westbound, at Els­ 
ton, teir miles west of Jefferson 
City. 
The engine of train No. 7 4 was 
badly 
wrecked 
and 
Engineer 
Wood, a brother of 
Policeman 
Howard Wood, of this city, was 
slightly injured. 
C^uite a number 
of freight cars were piled up in the 
ditch and some of them wrecked. 
Information was received this 
afternoon that the body of an un­ 
known man had been found in the 
wreck. 
He was stealing a ride, it 
is supposed, in a horse car and was 
crashed to death. 
There was noth­ 
ing on the person of the deceased 
likely to lead to his identification, 
and it is thought he will be buried 
in the potter’s field. 
The wreck blocked the track 
completely and traffic on the main 
line of the Missouri Pacific was 
suspended about eight hours. 
The 
fast mail, due here at 7 :50 a. m., 
was east of Elston when the wreck 
occariired‘ 
i t did.^ not arrive here 
until 3 :30 this afternoon.^ii> 


A disastr ous wr eck was bar ely 
aver ted in the M ., K. A- T . r ailway 
yar ds at 3 150 o ’clock Ihis mor ning 
when the second section of tr ain 
No. 5, the K aty flyer , r an into the 
fir st section of the 
same 
tr ain, 
which was standing at the depot. 
The fir st section of the tr ain was 
late 
in 
getting away fr om 
the 
depot, and C. I. Evans, the engi­ 
neer on locomotive No. 299, dr aw­ 
ing the second section, was under 
the impr ession that the tr ack was 
clear . 
A s the tr ain swung ar ound the 
shar p cur ve, just nor theast of the 
depot, the flying steam 
fr om a 
switch engine, standing on a side­ 
tr ack, obscur ed the view of the 
signal lights on the r ear end of the 
fir st section of the tr ain. 
W hen 
the engine clear ed the 
cloud of steam, 
G. 
W . 
Clar k, 
Evans’ fir eman, saw the r ed lights 
on the fir st sectioU and shouted to 
Evans. 
The engineer saw 
the 
danger at the same time, and put 
on all of his air , but the distance 
between the tr ains was so shor t 
that a collision was unavoidable. 
The engine of the second section 
plunged into the r ear Pullman of 
the fir st section, smashing the plat- 
foim and knocking the r ear tr ucks 
fr om under the coach. 
The bag 
gage car s on the 
second section 
wer e 
semi-telescoped, 
the 
fir st 
coach shoving the tank of 
2 9 9’s 
tender up against the cab, impr is 
oning the engineer and fir eman, 
both of whom escaped injur y. 
Engine No. 29 9 had its pilo 
partly demolished and the tender 
wrecked. 
The 
platforms 
were 
knocked off the forward ends o 
two baggage cars and the damage 
to the Pullman completed the sum 
total of the damage inflicted by the 
tail-end collision. 
While the passengers received a 
general shaking up, no one was in­ 
jured.

The four strangers, warning the 
two Cambridge men to remain 
where they were, started on a run 
through the snow, up the road, 
eastwardly— up the road that leads 
to fohn Peterson’ s farm. 
The fire alarm 
bell kept on 
clanging. 
Deputy Sheriff Swain 
was among the first on the scene. 
He called for volunteers. 
A regular cavalcade 
followed 
him, 
each 
man

weapon as came to hand, and he 
led the charge up the east road. 
The tracks of the robbers were 
in the snow. 
They led to the rail 
road track. The long steps showed 
that the four men in the lead had 
been running. 
A s the posse advanced the tracks 
became fresher and fresher. Finally 
they returned to the railroad and 
led to John Peterson’s barnyard. 
Deputy Sheriff Swain and three 
other members of hi« posse went 


into tiie barn. 
There, hidden in 
the hay, were the four robbers. 
They made no resistance. 
Accompanying the 
posse they 
went back to Cambridge, where 
they were locked up. 
They re­ 
fused to tell who they are or where 
they belong. 
It was found that they w'ent to 
Cambridge, before the snow fell, 
on a handcar which they stole at 
Galva, fourteen miles east of Cam ­ 
bridge. 
They abandoned the car a 
mile east of Cambridge. The snow 
made it impossible for them to use 
the car in escaping, as they had 
evidently planned to do. 
The stolen money has not been 
found and a hunt for it is now in 
progress.

IL Mill said that since 
the Krakatoa eru])Tion in IbbJ.when 
the volcanic dust thrown into the air

months all over the world in a long 
series of brilliant sunsets, the mo.-i 
remarkable instane« ' of far-traveled 
dust was that which occurred in 
March, 19 01, say s the London Tele­ 
graph. In Italy the rain fell so thick­ 
ly charged with red sand that the 
peasants took it for blood and became 
panic-stricken. 
For three day s the 
dust cloud traveled northward over 
central Europe, substantial traces 
falling so far north as khe Dani^li is­ 
lands, and instances in 
which 
it 
reached parts of England and iSeot- 
land had been recorded. 
A large 
quantity of similar dust fell about 
January 21, last, in Cornw^all over 
an area of 2.000 square miles, and 
the conclu-ion seemed to be that 
about tlii? time the atmosphere over 
the extreme wmst of Europe consisted 
of air w liieh had come from the Afri­ 
can desert-, carry ing wuth it a quan­ 
tity of line dust, of tvhich a mere 
vestige—some 100.000 tons or so— 
had been caiiglit in its fall and carried 
to the shores of the eliannei. There 
seemed to be little doubt tliat the 
farmers of the w*est of England had 
this spring plow’ed many tons of the 
sand of the Sahara into their fur­ 
rows.
